1, At the request of Mr. Dulles, I discussed with Congressman 
STATINTL Roosevelt the case SS who was turned down for full clearance 

for security reasons after receiving temporary clearance for the Commo 
pool. I pointed out to Mr. Roosevelt the instances where | had = STATINTL 
falsified his PHS and discussed certain other aspects of his instability 
which made it impossible for us to employ him. Mr. Roosevelt, who 
had previously discussed the case with Mr. Dulles, was grateful for 
the detailed information. 


2. I discussed with Mr. Brawley, staff director of the Senate 
Post Office & Civil Service Committee, the increase of the salary of 
the DDCI which is set at $14,000 by the Executive Pay Bill of 1949. The 
Committee is proposing an amendment to the Senate on 16 April to grant 
the statutory jobs the $800 pay raise which was received by other Govern- 
ment employees under last year's pay increase. The position of DDCI 
will be specifically included. 


3, Mr. Gleason, Assistant to Senator Nixon, wished to talk 
with the DCI regarding the proposed acquisition of certain California 
STATSPEC property by As Senator Knowland's office was also aware of this 
situation, I asked Mr. Wilson, Senator Knowland's assistant, to request 
Mr. Gleason to discuss the matter with me and with Mr. Carey, the 
Assistant Director concerned. At Mr. Wilson's request, Mr. Gleason 
agreed to do this and a meeting has been set up for 17 April. 


4. I discussed with Miss Adams, Administrative Assistant to 
Senator McCarran, some background on [ who is giving some /ATINTL 
indication around town that he is doing speciél work for the McCarran 
Committee. She will take all necessary steps to see that he is not 
utilized by the Committee staff. 
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
